PLAN TO WIDEN 
OTHER SECTIONS 


Residents of Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county who use the Lincoln 
highway, east of York, will be in­ 
terested in a news dispatch from 
Harrisburg in which 
8 
S. Lewis, 
secretary of 
highways, announces 
that a 50-foot wide boulevard high­ 
way will be built from the eastern 
city lim its of York to Poor House 
run, near Elmwood. 
At the sam e time, Mi*. Lewis an­ 
nounced that eight feet of concrete 
will be added to the road between 
Coatesville and Downingtown, giv­ 
ing the Lincoln highway from York 
to Philadelphia a width of from 30 
to 50 feet. 
W iden Hallam Road 
The highway through Hallam also 
is to be widened to thirty feet, Lew’- 
is said. 
Work is to be .started as soon as 
plans for the projects have been 
approved by federal road officials 
in W ashington. 
These tw o projects, together wdth 
the widening of the approaches to 
the 
Susquehanna 
river bridge in 
W rightsville, will mean the expen­ 
diture of approximately $200,000 in 
improving the Lincoln highway be­ 
tween York and the river. 
The work will be undertaken as 
an unemploym ent relief project, but 
the number of men w’ho will be given 
work is not yet certain. The cost 
of the work will be borne by th:? 
federal em ergency appropriation of 
$5,267,OOI’, to Pennsylvania for road 
work to furnish jobs for the unem ­ 
ployed. 
The work at the eastern entrance 
to York calls for widening the Lin­ 
coln highway to fifty feet from the 
city line to the bridge across Poor 
House run near Elmw’ood. F o m that 
bridge the highway will 
be thirty 
feet wide to the point where tile 
York airport road leaves the Lin­ 
coln highway. 
Relocation Of Street Cars 
The lifty-foot section calls for re­ 
location of the street car tracks to 
the center of the road in a ten-foot 
lane of blacktop. 
On either side of 
the tracks, traffic lanes of concrete 
twenty feet wide will be built. 
The road will narrow’ by ten feet 
on each side east of the Poor House 
run bridge. The street cars will con­ 
tinue in a ten-foot section of bitu­ 
minous surface, Banked on each side 
by ten feet of concrete. 
In Hallam, the plans also call for 
niacins the car tracks in the center 
section of ten feet, and construction 
of strips of concrete ten feet wide 
on either side. 
The Hallam im ­ 
provement will extend the entire 
distance through Hallam, from 
a 
ooint a short durance east of the
